Morgan county's cash in¬ 
come from burley tobacco 
reached nearly to S2' i millioi 
Tuesday after seven days of 
post-holiday burley sales. 

Through Tuesday a total of 
2.569 tobacco checks had clear¬ 
ed through the Commercial 
Bank in West Liberty for a 
total of S2.203.897.47. 

Last year when a total nf 
2 646 checks had cleared the 
county’s total income was 
52,251,056.04. This was on Jan. 
II. But burley sales were re¬ 
cessed longer for the holidays 
this season so that the- co-op 
could remove sold burley from 
warehouse floors. 

Burley markets opened the 
second week of post-holiday 
selling Monday at an average 
of $68.93, beit-wide, up 69c 
per hundred over last Friday' : 
sale. 

But the price average dropp¬ 
ed back 50 cents on Tuesday 
ir. Kentucky as a dwindling 
number of operating markets 
took a massive cut in volume 
moved. Only 4.9 million 
pounds were sold Tuesday. 

Deliveries to the Burley’ 
Tobacco Growers Cooperative 
at support prices totaled 33.4"*-’ 
Tuesday. The co-op's receipts 
for the season throueh Mon¬ 
day amount to 29% of offer¬ 
ings. 

Through Monday, a total 
of 585.265,388 pounds had been 
sold in the eight-state burley 
belt at an average of $69.55. 

More markets closed this 
week, including Richmond. 
I.ondon and Huntington, W. 
Va.

Former State Highway Com j 
missioner John Austin Keck of j 
Grayson died suddenly January 
16, in Worthington, Indiana, 
where he was attending business 
for his mother.

The Morgan County Edu¬ 
cation Association at a called 
meeting Monday night adopt¬ 
ed a resolution supporting 
the Kentucky Education As¬ 
sociation's 1970 legislature 
proposals, w’hich include, 
among other things, a request 
for higher teachers’ salaries. 

The resolution was adopted 
unanimously by the 60 mem¬ 
bers present at the meeting 
rt the Morgan County High 
School. The county teachers' 
association is composed of 126 
public school teachers and 
administrators. 

The KEA had asked Gov. 
Louie B. Nunn to include in 
his budget $153 million be¬ 
yond the $652 million appro¬ 
priation KEA won in 1968. 
KEA had specifically asked 
for $94 million to raise teac¬ 
hers’ salaries. 

However, Gov. Nunn, in his 
budget address to the General 
Assembly, failed to recom¬ 
mend a pay raise for teachers. 

Instead, the governor set 
aside an $18 million “uncom¬ 
mitted reserve” and instructed 
legislators that teacher pay 
increases could be one of the 
items to come from this fund. 

The KEA board of directors 
contends that Nunn'j “un¬ 
committed reserve” wouldn’t 
even meet the cost-of-living 
increase that is automatically 
being provided to all other

FRANKFORT, Ky. — Gov¬ 
ernor Louie B Nunn announc¬ 
ed this week that Morgan 
County’s food stamp recipients 
will soon be paying less and 
getting more. 

Under a new basis of is¬ 
suance table, announced re¬ 
cently by President Nixon, 
stamp holders will more than 
double their food buying 
power while investing less. 

‘The table represents an 
4 efross-the—board hike for the 
Commonwealth’s 136,743 per¬ 
rons now on the food stamp 
program,” said Department of 
Economic Security Commis¬ 
sioner Merritt S. Deitz, Jr. 

“The new formula, effective 
Feb. 1, compensates for cur¬ 
rent increases in retail food 
prices, “Deitz said. 

“It also gives the low-in- 
come family enough coupons 
to buy food for a more nutri¬ 


tional diet, “he added. 

To illustrate the broad jump 
in benefits provided by the 
adjustment, Deitz compared 
the old schedule with the new; 

“A typical family of five 
w'th a net monthly income of 
$40 has been paying $14 for 
stamps worth $68 in food. 

“Now the same family will 
pay only $8 for coupons worth 
$118 in purchases.” 

Bonuses to very low-income 
families will more than dou¬ 
ble in many cases, Deitz said. 

“At any rate, “he said, 
“every participating family 
will receive a greate- bonus 
or at least one equal to what 
it has been receiving.” 

Deitz said the new table 
will also mean a boost to 
Kentucky’s economy. 

“The food stamp program 
doesn't cost the state anything 
and last year 11.1 million in 
federal money from stamps 
flowed into the state economy. 

“You can see how local 
purses will be fattened when 
you consider it has been esti¬ 
mated that every food stamp 
dollar turns over about five 
times in the community,” he 
said. 

Deitz said the Department 
of Economic Security's field 
offices in 63 counties now 
participating in the food stamp 
[ program have already made 
provisions for conversion to 
I the new scale.

—6 cents because the $50 de¬ 
ductible which a patient pays 
will be a smaller proportion 
of the total covered charges; 

—The remaining 22 cents to 
provide a 4 percent margin 
for contingencies. This mar¬ 
gin is needed because the esti¬ 
mates are based upon mini¬ 
mum reasonable assumptions 
and because the trust fund out 
ox which this program is fi¬ 
nanced will be at a low level 
at the beginning of the pre¬ 
mium period on July 1, 1970. 

The medical insurance pro¬ 
gram supplements the basic 
hospital insurance part of 
Medicare by helping to pay 
doctor bills and a wide var¬ 
iety of other medical expenses 
in and out of the hospital. 
The premiums paid by older 
people 65 and older who are 
enrolled in the medical in¬ 
surance part of Medicare, 
cover half the cost of their 
protection. The other half 
comes out of general Federal 
revenues. The Medicare law 
provides for annual review 
of the costs of the medical 
insurance program and for 
any necessary adjustments in 
the premium rate by January 
1. The law requires that the 
premium rate be suff'cient to 
rover all expenses incurred 
during each premium period. 


Health, Education, and Wel¬ 
fare Secretary Robert H. Fin¬ 
ch announced that the volun¬ 
tary medical insurance pre¬ 
mium older people pay for 
Medicare will be $5.30 a mon¬ 
th starting July 1, 1970. Se¬ 
cretary Finch noted that the 
present $4 premium rate, set 
in December 1968, is too low 
to cover the current costs. 
The special Medical Insurance 
Trust Fund is now drawing 
cn its reserves. Failure to in¬ 
crease the premium rate last 
December has made it neces¬ 
sary to promulgate two in¬ 
creases at once. The deple¬ 
tion of the trust fund that 
has occurred because of the 
percent inadequate rate has 
made it necessary. Secretary 
F'inch said, to provide for a 
somewhat higher margin of 
contingency than would other¬ 
wise be necessary. About half 
of the increase annour.ced to¬ 
day — 64 cents — is needed 
just to finance the program 
«t the level of current opera¬ 
tions. The other 66 cents of 
the $1.30 increase in the mon¬ 
thly premium rate will be 
reeded for the following pur¬ 
poses: 

—26 cents to cover an esti¬ 
mated increase of 6 percent 
ir. the level of physicians' fee: 

—12 cents to cover an esti¬

House of Representatives to¬ 
day by Rep. Robert Hughes, 
D-Louisville, and Rep David 
Carter, D-Paducah. 

The bill calls for a "simple 
repeal” of the entire Sunday 
closing statute. 

Two other bills to change 
the Sunday closing law al¬ 
ready have been introduced 
in tile House and Senate. They 
are the so-called "Beach Bill” 
and the "Curlin-Wyati Bill.” 

The Beach Bill, introduced 
in the Senate by Sen. Henry 
Beach, D-Louisville, colls for 
allowing all groceries and 
drugstores in the state to 
open on Sunday, and to allow 
cities of the first three classes 
and all counties local option 
as to other types of stores 
which might open on Sunday. 

The Curlin-Wyatt bill, in¬ 
troduced by Rep. William Cur- 
lin Jr.. D-Frankfort, and Rep. 
Wilson Wyatt Jr., D Louis¬ 
ville, calls for allowing local 
option by all cities and coun¬ 
ties in the state as to whether 
they want to stay under Sun¬ 
day closing or exemp; them¬ 
selves. 

The Curlin-Wyatt bill often 
lias been described as ‘‘local 
option repeal.”

Sunday, Jan. 18 was the birthday anniver¬ 
sary of Benjamin Franklin, the colonial leader 
who preacher “industry and frugality” for 
all Americans in building a growing nation. 

Franklin was a Renaissance man transported 
lo 18th century America. 

He was “.Mr. Everything” in his time and 
place. 

He was a statesman of the first rank, au¬ 
thor, inventor, printer, scientist and sometimes 
called “the wisest American ” 

The son of a Boston tallow chandler, Frank 
lin was apprenticed at 12 to his brother. James, 
a local printer. lie contributed a number of 
essays, the "Dogood Papers", to his brother’s 
newspaper. In 1723 he ran away to Philadelphia 
where he set up his own newspaper. 

The famous “Poor Richard's Almanack" was 
published while he v as in Philadelphia. With 
his intense energy, he established a subscrip¬ 


tion library, a philosophical society, a fire 
company, a hospital, a militia. 

Franklin became the postmaster of Phila¬ 
delphia and proposed the establishment oi' 
the University of Pennsylvania. He devised 
bifocal spectacles, a stove and a water-har- 
monica. 

Later, he performed electrical experiments 
leading in 1752 to his invention of the lightn¬ 
ing rod. This earned him election to the Royal 
Society of London, the compliments of Louis 
XV of France and several honorary degrees. 

Franklin was active for the colonies through¬ 
out the Revolution and he helped draft and 
was a signer of the Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence. 

He concluded an alliance with France and 
was one of the diplomats to negotiate the 
treaty of peace with Great Britain. His “Auto¬ 
biography” is considered one of the classics 
of the genre

Further culture in muskie 
also is in the offing upon the 
completion of a hatchery which 
is to be constructed at the Cave 
Run Reservoir. 

A section has been set aside 
for hatching muskie eggs and 
raising fry to an age where 
they will be more apt to survive 
in new waters. There should be 
no scarcity of eggs when the 
hatchery is ready for them, be¬ 
cause one good size muskellunge 
will produee 300.000 eggs. 

The muskie is highly desired 
as a trophy and the fisherman 
who can land one is fortunate 
indeed. Fishermen have literal¬ 
ly spent weeks trying to outsmar' 
the muskie. Those who have 
been successful are greatly out¬ 
numbered by the failures. 

The largest muskie yet taken 
by pole and line in Kentucky 
weighed 39 pounds and 14 ounc¬ 
es. Average weight is between 
15 and 25 pounds. 

According to biologists, no 
fish is affected more by water 
pollution than is the muskie.

The Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources has initiated 
a project on a number of rivers 
and streams, the Upper Licking j 
in particular, to find out more 
about the muskellunge, which 
is perhaps the most temper- 
mental and most wanted fresh 
water fish on the angler’s list. 

Biologists conducting this pro¬ 
ject have discovered a number 
of things, such as how far a 
muskie will travel, his princi¬ 
pal food and cover, and above 
all, they know more about his 
temperamental moods. 

Their method is simply to 
electro-shock the fish in a body 
of water, tag it, and release it. 
Fishermen who catch the tagged 
fish are asked to report when 
and where and how they 
caught it along with the tag 
number. 

in this manner, biologists will 
he better able to understand the 
requirements of the muskel¬ 
lunge.

\ member of the pike family, is

Actually Nixon had hoped 
for a substantial surplus in 
the government year starting 
July 1, but rising costs and 
uncertain revenue prospects 
have sent the aides scurry¬ 
ing for enough additional re¬ 
venue to cover safely the ex¬ 
pected record spending level 
of more than $200 billion. 

Congress shut the door on 
any increase in income taxes 
in enacting the massive tax 
reform bill last month. The 
quest for revenues therefore 
has focused largely on excises 
and “user charges” — taxes 
cn the users of highways, 
airways, airports, and water¬ 
ways. to help defray the go¬ 
vernment’s financial support 
of those facilities. 


President Nixon may seek 
increases in several federal 
excise taxes, including a pos¬ 
sible steep hike in the cigar¬ 
ette levy, to help keep his 
primise of a balanced budget. 

Government sources dis¬ 
closed the Treasury has draft¬ 
ed and sent to the White 
House “ a number of alter¬ 
natives,” including higher ex¬ 
cise levies, for boosting tax 
revenues in fiscal 197 •. Some 
of the proposals will appear 
in Nixon’s budget message 
Jan. 27. 

The federal taxes on gaso¬ 
line, automobiles, liquor, to¬ 
bacco, and telephone service— 
which together provide the 
hulk of the $16 billion of ex¬ 
cise revenues collected each 
year — were all mentioned 
(or possible increase. 

One high official also men¬ 
tioned a possibility that “so¬ 
cially desirable” objectives 
might be sought “The increase 
asked for the tobacco might 
be higher.” this source said. 

But the value-added tax that 
has long intrigued Nixon—in 
effect a sales tax imposed 
on the value added to a pro¬ 
duct at each stage of its manu¬ 
facture— apparently ha3 been 
ruled out completely. 

Congress dislikes the de¬ 
vice and critics of the tax 
contend it fosters price in¬ 
crease instead of dampening 
inflation. 

Nixon recently promised the 
budget would be balanced 
end hinted that tax increases 
might be proposed to achieve 
that end. A deficit would be 
•'irresponsible and intolerable” 
in these inflation ridden times, 
he told reporters in San Cle¬ 
mente, Calif.

WASHINGTON, D. C. — The 
Appalachian Regional Commis¬ 
sion, created five years ago to 
help bring the underdeveloped 
Appalachian Mountain area in¬ 
to the mainstream of American 
affluence, measures its success 
in small grains. But its impact 
thus far has elicited near-unani¬ 
mous support from Congress 
and representatives of the var¬ 
ious states. 

The income of the average 
Appalachian area resident re¬ 
mains well below that of other 
Americans, but now for the sick 
there are hundreds more hos¬ 
pital beds and for the young 
there are vocational schools. 
Dozens of communities have 
new sewage treatment plants, 
and nearly 2,600 miles of new 


highways are in use, under con¬ 
struction, or in the planning 
stage. 

Governors of every Appala¬ 
chian state have expressed their 
favor for the program, and Pre¬ 
sident Nixon, while trimming 
back on many other items in 
the federal budget, left the mon¬ 
ey for the commission intact. 

Congress responded by rais¬ 
ing the commission's appropria 
tion from $174 4 million for the 
year ending last June 30 to 
$283.4 million for the current 
fiscal year. 

The commission was authoriz¬ 
ed for a six-year period ending 
June 30, 1971. 


Happened onto a streetcor- 
ner discussion this week, a 
portion of Which might bear 
repeating. As best we can re¬ 
el'll it went something like 
this: “People in this country 
are pretty dern fortunate. 
Things get awful bad some¬ 
times. But don’t matter how 
bad they get; don't matter 
how dilitory the government 
gets sometimes, folks in this 
country have the power and 
cur political system provides 
the machinery to change things 
for the better IF the people 
REALLY want to bad enough.” 
That's a pretty good street- 
corner course in basic Ameri¬ 
can government, we think.
